In response to the Office Action mailed February 8, 2006, Applicants respond follows: 



REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner issued a modified election/restriction requirement in 
response to Applicants' previous response. At this point, Applicants have elected to prosecute 
the invention in Group I (claims 1-18 and 29-50). The Examiner noted that within the Group I 
claims, claims 1, 29 and 38 were considered generic. 

In the current Office Action, the Examiner requested a further election of species within 
the Group I claims. In response, Applicants elect the species identified in paragraph 5 of the 
Office Action as species "1 A" (claims 2-4) directed at the use of typed or graphic instructions 
without regard to interface. It should be noted that dependent claims 30 and 39 are identical to 
claim 2. Therefore, it is believed that claims 30 and 39 should properly be part of elected species 
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
